Stepping from the rear platform 
of a truck into the path of a car 
when he was called to supper, Wil­ 
liam Nary, 7, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Quay B. Nary. Orrta n n a , was knock­ 
ed down and injured by the auto­ 
mobile of Joseph L. Rebert, Mc- | 
Knightstown, in front of the Nary 
home in O rrtanna at 5:45 o’clock 
Tuesday evening. 
Tile injured boy was brought to 
the W arner hospital by his father, 
and was found to be suffering from 
a fracture of the right arm at the 
elbow, a cut on his left hip and 
brush burns over his entire body. 
He was adm itted as a patient and 
today was reported doing nicely. 
Standing On Truck 
Young Nary was standing on the 
rear platform of the green grocery 
truck of Clinton P. Weaver, of G et­ 
tysburg. when a sister called the 
boy to supper. The youngster jum p­ 
ed from the platform directly into 
the path of H ebert’s coupe, giving 
th e driver no chance to avoid the 
accident, according to 
the

state 
highway 
m otor 
patrolm an, 
who investigated. 
Rebert accompanied by his grand­ 
father, Lawrence Rebert, was re­ 
turning to his home in M cKnights­ 
town after spending the day work­ 
ing on Rebert B rothers’ farm.

was traveling about

miles an 
hour through Oi rtanna and was 
able to stop his car alm ost im ­ 
m ediately after striking 
the 
boy. 
W eaver s truck was headed in the 
direction from which Rebert a m a­ 
chine was approaching, and the lad

Young N ary arose in a dazed con­

Edward Flickinger, aged farmer, 
through whose property 
the

causing the dispute runs, and Irvin 
Miller, farm hand, 
were 
declared 
responsible for 
Mr. 
Copenhavers 
death. 
The inquest 
was held 
at 
Silver Run. 
, 
Miller, the 
jury’s verdict said, 
fired the 
shot 
which 
killed 
Mr. 
Copenhaver and Flickinger “aided’’ 
him. 
Both men. with Wilmer Erb, 
16. son of Flickinger’s housekeeper, 
were 
arrested 
shortly 
after 
the 
shooting. 
Wilmer, his mother. 
Mrs. 
M ar­ 
garet Erb. and Francis Copenhaver. 
67. father of the 
siam man. gave 
testimony. 
The scene of the shooting was a 
hay stack in the middle of the road 
which caused the quarrel between 
the neighbors. 
According 
to Mr. 
Copenhaver. he. his son and Roger 
Leppo went to the hay stack at 9:15 
o’clock Monday night, 
and 
about 
fifteen m inutes later observed three 
men approaching. 
Says Two Were Armed 
Mr. Copenhaver testified he heard 
someone say, “I've got 
you 
now,'* 
saw a shotgun in Miller's hands and 
then discerned 
Flickinger, who. he 
said, also carried a shotgun. 
Miller pointed his gun at him and 
his companions, 
Mr. 
Copenhaver 
testified, 
and 
firer! 
immediately 
after he had said, “Put your hands 
upf” 
After his 
son 
had 
fallen, 
the 
father told the jury. Flickinger di­ 
rected him to mova 
the 
wounded 
man. and when he protested he was' 
unable to. Mr. Copenhaver testified 
Flickinger threatened to shoot him 
too. 
Mr. Copenhaver then told of his 
visit to a physician, 
who treated 
his son and ordered his removal to

Another Man Wounded 
Roger Leppo. 32, a neighbor of the 
Copenhavers. was wounded by the 
discharge which killed his son. Mr. 
Copenhaver said. Leppo’s condition 
| is not serious.

turned for a gun. 
Miller, the boy asserted, said he 
wanted the gun “to 
defend 
him ­ 
self.’*

Patrolm an L. V. Bomgardner, of 
the local sub-station of the state 
highway motor patrol, in charge of 
m otor 
fuel 
investigation, 
today 
warned farm ers residing along the 
Mason 
and 
Dixon 
line 
against 
bringing large quantities of gasoline 
from M aryland into Pennsylvania 
either for their own use or for sale. 
“All gasoline used in Pennsyl­ 
vania 
m ust 
be 
purchased 
from 
registered 
Pennsylvania 
distrib­ 
utors,” Patrolm an Bomgardner said, 
“and unless th at is done farm ers 
m ust first secure a distributor’s per­ 
m it and furnish a bond, the m ini­ 
mum being $2,500 ” The law does 
not apply to persons, residing in 
Pennsylvania, who fill up the tanks 
of their automobiles in M aryland, 
but does apply to an extra can 
brought along in the car. 
Pennsylvania collects a gasoline 
tax from all distributors of the 
motor fuel, and returns part of the 
tax to the county for road purposes. 
W hen large quantities of gasoline 
are brought into the state from a n ­ 
other state, Pennsylvania is unable 
to collect the tax. 
The penalty for bringing gasoline 
from another state into Pennsyl­ 
vania is $1,000 a day, the officer 
said.

I ye a vet* Home Of Former 
Emperor. 


Tientsin, China, Sept. 30 (AP).— 
The domestic affairs 
of 
China’s 
former emperor. Sun Tung, who 
has lived in retirement 
here 
as 
“ Mr. Henry Pu Yi” since his ejec­ 
tion from Peiping in 1924, are 
receiving considerable publicity due 
to the threat of his second wife to 
sue him for divorce on the ground 
of ill-treatment. 
Shue Fei, daughter of a Manchu 
noble, 
went 
into 
the 
imperial 
household nine years ago at the 
age of IC, and later was married 
to the “boy emperor.” 
Recently, 
on the pretext of a shopping ex­ 
pedition, she walked out of his 
residence in the Japanese conces­ 
sion and fled to the home of a rela­ 
tive. 
She sent a letter to her husband 
announcing she would apply for a 
divorce*. 
Suicide was preferable, 
she said, to existence in a house­ 
hold where she was so badly used. 
Adherents of the former ruler 
grew indignant at her action, and 
Chinese papers have publisher! a 
letter from the girl’s brother, a 
staunch 
monarchist, 
condemning 
his sister for her disobedience and 
demanding that she return to her 
husband. 
Shu Fei and her supporters re­ 
main firm in demanding a separa­ 
tion, and a divorce action is threat­ 
ened unless a friendly settlement 
is reached. In the event of the case 
coming before the courts the point 
will have to be decided as to wheth­ 
er suit can 
legally 
be 
brought 
against the former emperor. 
By the agreement under which 
the Manchus abdicated in 1912 it 
was stipulated that the emperor 
should retain his title and receive 
the respect accorded to a foreign 
sovereign. Successive Chinese gov­ 
ernments have ignored the compact 
but the Manchus claim it still re­ 
mains in force,
